The price obtainable for wheat is 
too low. At any rate in western Can- 
ada a farmer cannot maintain his fam- 
ily by growing wheat to sell at 50 cents 
per bushel. Even when he delivers his 
grain to the wheat board and gets the 
50 cents aS an initial payment, with 
further payments to come if the board 
can sell the grain at a profit, the initial | 
payment is not large enough to tide 
the grower over until the war ends 
and world markets reopen. Where fair 
crops cannot be counted on in advance, 
and this means over a large part of the 
prairie belt at present, it pays better to 
summerfallow land and collect the acre 
bonus than to sow it to wheat. 

If the initial payment were raised to 
a dollar a bushel, this it is claimed 
would make wheat-growing profitable 
when and where the yield was good. 
Unfortunately this subsidizing of 
wheat - production would react to 
cut down the production of bacon, but- 
ter, cheese and other products; that has 
always happened when wheat-produc- 
tion promised a satisfactory return, 
and for reasons not at all obscure. But 
the production of these other kinds of 
foodstuffs is more vital at present than 
the growing of more wheat. 

Dollar wheat would be a safe and 
sane policy if a limit were set, say 1,500 
bushels, to the amount each farmer 
could deliver at that price. Paid a dollar 
per bushel at point of shipment, this 
would give the farmer a back-log of in- 
come on which he could rely. And it 
would leave him the profit inducement 
to go on producing the bacon, milk, } 
eggs, beef and other products which 
Britain must obtain from some source 
or be starved into defeat.

Mr. Knox, secreary of the United 
States navy, stated a hideous truism 
when he said yn is inevitable” 
in the Orient if pursues its policy 
of expansion.

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Empire accepted peace on Tokyo's 
terms, Otherwise peace was impossible 
—from the standpoint of the Japanese 
junkers. 


Mr. Knox evidently feels it is time | 


the people of the United States sensed 
the situation in the Pacific as being 
what the people of Japan have been 
dragooned into regarding it. It is equal- 
ly time that people in Canada woke up 
to the facts. While the war in Europe is 
absorbing attention it will not do to 
forget that this Dominion fronts on the 
Pacific as well as the Atlantic, that it 
lies cioser to Hitler's eastern ally than 
the United States, and that a Japanese 
invasion of this continent would have 
to be by way of Canada.

Motor Gasoline Is Most Jmport- 
ant of All Phases of Oil 
Situation Here 
By FE. F. LAMBERT 

Canadians, the third year of 
war, are just beginning to feel the econ- 
omic pinch that Britons have 
had to endure long since, 

The SOS signals of sinking oil steamers 
at last are echoing significantly in Canada. 
Also, we are realizing there are reasons 
other than the well-authenticated threat 
of an oi) shortage, why we should do with 
less and less supplies of motor gasoline. 

It may surprise Canadian motorists to 
hear that this nation leads the world in 
the average mileage achieved by motor 
ears. Second place for 1940 is taken by 
the United States with an average of 7,800 
miles per car. Canada’s figure is 9,949 
miles per car. 

Viewed as an integral part of the whole 
economic picture in Canada, it can be 
readily understood that, apart from any 
existing war priority requirements for oil 
and its products, motor gasoline must be 
regarded more and more in the light of a 
commodity to be purchased sparingly, as 
other commodities must be, in order that 
this nation may be geared for the maxi- 
mum effort required to win the war. 


Priorities 


Priorities having been mentioned, it is 
Significant to note that on October 9th, 
1941, the Oil Controller for Canada, in the 
course of a public address, announced a 
priorities list for crude oil and certain of 
its products, 

In the order of their importance, Can- 
ada must have: 

(1) Crude oi] (vital raw material); 

(2) Aviation Gasoline (first run of the 

crude);

The significance of these preferences 
will be appreciated more readily after a 
consideration of the following facts: 

Eighty-five per cent (85%) of Canada’s 
total crude oi] requirements has to be im- 
ported. Home production (almost entirely 
in Alberta) accounts for 15% of the Dom- 
inion’s néeds. Practically all our imports 
come from the United States and South 


America. 
Import Methods 
Canada imports her oi] needs in three 


By tanker 74% (54% ocean, 
20% lake); 

(b) By pipeline 22%; 

(c) By rail 4%. 

A glance at “import methods” at once 
reveals the dependence of Canada upon 
tanker-borne oil. It is the shortage of 
tankers (particularly ocean tankers) as a 
result of war replacement demands, which 
is responsible for the threat of an oil 
shortage in Canada. Regarding the con- 
tinuing reality of this threat the Controller 
said on October 9 that after figuring econ-

regard to further economies immediately 
in prospect, still this country is short three 
ocean and seven lake tankers 

One of these “further economies” is the 
Portland-Montreal pipeline which is due 
to commence delivery of 50,000 barrels of 
crude oil daily later this year. This is a 
very different pipeline operation from that 
at Sarnia which accounts for the present 
22% of imports. The Sarnia pipeline 
draws direct from the Illinois oil field. The 
new pipeline is serviced entirely by tank- 
ers with oil from South American and 
Texas fields and has been built by the 
Standard Oi] Company of New Jersey in 
order partly to solve the tanker shortage 
problem as it affects the Montreal district. 
The saving effected by the Montreal pipe- 
line is simply one of time, the ocean haul 
being shortened approximately 2,000 miles 
by delivering to the mouth of the line at 
Portland instead of bringing cargoes up 
the St. Lawrence. As a result of this time 
saving, the tankers available can make 
more frequent round trips, but, figuring 
all this in, Canada still is short of tanker 
facilities. 

An average ocean tanker has capacity 
for a little more than 100,000 barrels of oil, 
or roughly five times more than the capa- 
city of a lake tanker, In order to handle 
a full cargo from an ocean tanker by rail- 
road tank cars, there would be required 
400 cars, or eight 50-car trains, each with 
its motive power and crews. 

Crude Oil 

Why crude oil first? 

Because crude is the vital raw material 
from which Canadian refineries, in close 
co-operation with the Oil Controller, are 
providing the requirements of this nation's 
many-sided war effort, as well as taking 


care of demands essential to the national 
economy. 

The all-important place occupied by 
crude oj] has been determined only after 
the most exhaustive inquiries by the Oil 
Controller made it clear that Canada can- 
not depend on getting adequate imported 
supplies of ready-processed, aviation gas- 
oline. The adverse exchange factor was 
ignored for the time being while the ade- 
quacy. or otherwise of ready-processed 
imports was being determined. 

The need for constantly increasing 
quantities of high-octane gasoline for fly- 
ing purposes centres in the rapidly pyra- 
miding schemes of air war training in 
Canada. The Commonwealth plan, the 
Royal Air Force schools, the purely Cana- 
dian Air Force effort, the training of 
minority group fliers such as Norwegians, 
these are the outstanding reasons for avia- 
tion gasoline ranking second in the list of 
oi] priorities and first in the line of crude 
oil derivatives. Do not forget also, that 
Canada has an active defense program in 
the air. 

Actually, aviation gasoline is the first 
derivative of crude. In later processes oil 
undergoes “cracking” in order to obtain 
motor gasoline and cther products, but for 
flying purposes gasoline is not cracked. 

Fuel Oils Vital 

Canada’s industrial war effort is calling 
increasing supplies of oils. 
oil-burning equipment, there 
many m eperations which 
necessitate the bathing or immers! of 
products in oil. The operation of machines 
themselves means a great and growing 
demand for lubricants. 

The most spectacular consumption of 
oi], of course, is by the Canadian navy and 
by convoy flotillas. Always, too, there is 
the possibility of one or more units of the 
British navy suddenly docking at one of 
our ports and having to be bunkered with 
oi] in the shortest possible space of time. 
Some idea of what this means is seen in 
é that one fueling of a battleship 
takes 750,000 gallons of oil

Prime Minister Not Popular With 
Tory Party After Working 
With Laborites

Tt is a dangerous business in peace- 
time to calculate too heavily upon the 
permanence of political patterns. 

It is infinitely more hazardous in war- 
time. 

The insecurity of political position in 
time of war is increased by the fact that 
the uncertain temper of the people always 
demands immediate and 
sometimes unreasonable 
results, And even the 
fact that a wartime gov- 
ernment usually seeks to 
Safeguard its power by 
limiting the right to 
criticise and the scope of 
parliamentary debate is 
offset by the further fact 
that the standard of gov- 
ernmental performance 
demanded by the masses 
is increased several hun- 
dred percent in times of Harold L. Weir 
national peril. ; 

In peacetime the public demands a 
good show. In wartime the public de- 
mands miracles, 

This instability of political patterns in 
wartime has caused me to say, on more 
than one occasion, that we should not 
build too highly on Mr. Churchill because, 
sooner or later, Mr. Churchill will be 
overthrown and we should not like al] our 
yee hope and our war faith to topple with 

im 

In spite of the fact that this statement 
drew bitter criticism, I repeat it. I repeat 
it because when the British parliament 
assembles again, Mr. Churchill is going to 
be given the political fight of his life. 

Challenge 

Every indication is being given in 
Britain that a serious challenge will be 
offered to Mr. Churchill when parliament 
reconvenes after its present recéss to rid 
his war cabinet of ministers allegedly in- 
adequate to the war effort or else to step 
down from the prime ministership. 

There is an expectation in London 
the debate on the King’s address which 
customar opens a new session will 
prove as critical as any the Churchill gov- 
ernment has had to face since it took over 
from Neville Chamberlain in May, 1940. 

While Mr. Churchill's personal pop- 
ularity in the country has not greatly 
diminished, positive signs exist that he 
will be threatened with the downfall of 
his government unless he is ready to 
Sacrifice many of the men who now sur- 
round him 

For several months there has been a 
countrywide discussion of the govern- 
ment's conduct of the war, how it handles 
the question of manpower, and the state 
of the effectiveness attained by produc- 

Government spokesmen have answered 

point by point. Yet, in general, 
e left both the nation and parlia- 
t unconvinced and dissatisfied 

One question no one has beer 
answer is this: 

Why should an Empire of half a bil- 
lion people be unable to muster enough 
manpower to attack a nation of no more 
than sixty million people on its own 
after more than two years of organization 
and preparation? 

Criticism 

There is a widespread impression that 
while tank weeks, war weapon weeks and

On the other hand, there is a Labor 
movement to demand reform of the gov- 
ernment. Emmanuel Shinwell, obstrepe 
erous but influential Labor member, 
plans to urge changes in the next session, 
His motion may be the one to set off the 
fireworks and bring down a deluge of 
feeling on Mr. Churchill, who suffers, 
not from a charge of personal incapacity, 
but from what is believed to be the in- 
capacity of several of his colleagues. : 

During the last session, a vote of 
confidence in the government would have 
carried at any time. 

fter the members get through talking 
to their constituents, during the present 
recess, it is possible that the result may be 
different, 

Certainly a confidence motion or a 
lack of confidence motion will be made 
early in the session, 

As greatly as Mr. Churchil] is admired 
and respected in this country, Canadians 
would do well to prepare their feelings 
for a rude politica] jolt.
